To reach these goals, the 
electric industry is going to 
have to sell about $500 bil¬ 
lion worth of electricity and 
one and one-quarter trillion 
dollars worth of electrical 
equipment in the next 20 
years. This is approximately 
five times as much electricity 
and four times as many ap¬ 
pliances as the industry has 
sold from 1879 to the present.

CURRY PICKLES 

15 medium sized cucum¬ 
bers (5-lbs.) 

2 cups white sugar 

2 tsp. curry powder 

1 tbs. celery seed 

1 quart white vinegar 

»/« cup salt and extra salt ‘ 
for sprinkling (non- 
idoized) 

4 tbs. mustard seed 

Wash cucumbers and cut 
into Vi-inch chips crosswise 
(the original recipe calls for 
:i i inch chips but I prefer 
them thinner myself). Ar¬ 
range in a glass or crockery 
bowl in layers, sprinkling 
salt on each layer. You may 
sprinkle approximately a 
scant tbs. per pint or 8 or 9 
tbs. in all. 

Allow to stand in refriger¬ 
ator over night with a cover. 

Combine vinegar, sugar, 14 
cup salt, curry powder and 
seeds. Heat to boiling point.

CATION. To provide 22,000 
scholarships; tremend ous 
amount of Federal subsidies, 
the need for which has not 
been shown. 

4. WELFARE AND PEN¬ 
SION PLANS DISCLOSURES 
ACT. Union fund protection 
is needed, but this bill goes 
far afield and includes many 
thousands of other funds, 
where the need for protection 
has not been shown. 

5. KENNEDY-IVES LABOR 
BILL, may be “sprung” at 
any time. Does nothing to 
correct the twelve or more 
shocking situations turned 
up by the Senate Committee, 
such as secondary boycotts, 
coersive picketing, economic 
compulsion, goon squads, 
graft and corruption. In¬ 
cludes several anti Taft- 
Hartley measures union 
leaders have been seeking 
for years, breaking down em¬ 
ployee-employer welfare ef¬ 
forts, invading managements 
responsibility for supervis¬ 


ors, etc., etc. I prefer no bill 
to this bill. 

6. DEPRESSED AREAS RE¬ 
DEVELOPMENT. Highly so¬ 
cialistic. Highly inflationary. 
Provides hundreds of mil¬ 
lions (later billions) of Fed¬ 
eral funds to subsidize com¬ 
munities of chronic unem¬ 
ployment, many of which' 
have already pulled them¬ 
selves out in the truly Amer¬ 
ican way. There is no state 
that is not better off financi¬ 
ally to do the job, than is 
the F e d er a 1,government. 
Many communities and some 
states are already organized 
and doing this job. Cost to 
state — $350 million. Ten 
times as much later.

7. TVA EXPANSION. Auth 
orizes TVA to issue Revenue 
Bonds, permitting vast ex¬ 
pansion without Congres¬ 
sional control, and assisting 
further pirating of industries 
to that area to take advant¬ 
age of cheap power rates, 
subsidized by you, the tax¬ 
payer.

A farm 
bill, to strengthen Secretary

From my own Committee 
should come the great Fi¬ 
nancial Institutions Reorgan¬ 
izations Act, presently stym¬ 
ied by several filibustering 
members.

At this time of year in hot, 
humid Washington, many 
congressmen are eager and 
anxious to fold up .the Con¬ 
gress and get back to their 
districts, mend fences, and 
start campaigning for the 
elections in November. 

But this year, in my opin¬ 
ion, would be about the 
worst year in recent times to 
leave ahead of adjournment. 
Most of the really construc¬ 
tive and necessary legisla¬ 
tion passed earlier in the ses- 
seion. for example, Defense 
Department reorganization, 
H. R. 3, to curb the pre-emp¬ 
tive power of the Supreme 
Court, the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1958, highway construc¬ 
tion, the revised Rivers and 
Harbors Bill, and several 
others, Most of what is left 
is not so good. There are sev¬ 
eral major threats of gigan¬ 
tic size and importance to 
our freedom and our free 
enterprise system. 

I believe now is the time 
for all good congressmen to 
come to the aid of their 
country and stay here and 
fight to defeat as many as 
possible of these highly 
questionable proposals. Some 
of them were conceived as 
“anti-recession” m e a s u res. 
As I mentioned earlier in the 
session, all the pet schemes, 
radical ideas, and previously 
rejected spending plans, 
have been dragged out o f 
mothballs, polished up, and 
presented to this Congress in 
the name of “anti-recession.” 
The blood-curdling list fol¬ 
lows: 

1. THE PUBLIC FACILI¬ 
TIES BILL. Probably as bad 
as any measure we shall 
have to face in the 85th Con¬ 
gress. Definitely not anti- re¬ 
cessionary. Highly inflation¬ 
ary. Authorizes $2 billion for 
all manner of public facili¬ 
ties, from sidewalks to pub¬ 


lic housing. Billed as a 
“loan” operation; actually a 
direct drain on the Treasury, 
transfers municipal financ¬ 
ing from private investment 
market to the Federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

2. OMNIBUS HOUSING 


BILL. Completely unneeded 
in this Congress. Contains 
some desirable features but 
no necessary ones. $1% bil¬ 
lions of benefits for every¬ 
one except the taxpayer. 
Funds for housing of all 
types, for which ample funds
